-- 
M em bers of Religious Sect Are 
Cause of the Trouble. 
New 
Orleans, 
Oct. 
19.—Fanatical 
. ex* it»*m« nt of negroes calling them­ 
selves the “Council of God” appears to 
have be-*n the cause of the riot Friday I 
night In which one policeman was ! 
killed and several others wounded and 
a number of negroes badly Injured. ; 
The isolated house In whichc half a 
dozen negroes barricaded themselves, j 
transforming the place Into a veritable! 
blockhouse whicch was fired upon by 
policemen and citizens from all sides 
for the better part of two hours, proves 
to have teen the meeting place of a 
seed . 
The trouble started during the meet­ 
ing wnen highly excited negroes drew 
razors on Policeman Carbiens because 
he attempted to enter to investigate 
reports of a disturbance caused by 
boys throwing stones at the windows 
Razors were drawn across his face 
aud 
neck, 
mortally 
wounding him. 
Many members of the meeting then 
fled. 
Those who remained and bar­ 
ricaded them selves were well armed, 
and after the negroes had been smoked 
into submission by burning the fence 
several ihotguns and other firearms 
were found under the meetinghouse 
The fighting occurred on New* Or­ 
leans street and did not start In front 
of the German Presbyterian church as 
stated In previous t 
*>rts. 
The ex­ 
citement In that «*, 
nc the city 
where the negro*

<1 forth grew 
Intense, and when arrests followed it 
required the efforts of a score or more 
of police to get the negroes through 
the mob and bring them safely to the 
station house. 
Members of the mob 
were bent on wreaking vengeance on 
the blacks and the officers found it 
necessary to arni themselves with shot­ 
guns and charge through the wouldbe 
lynchers to the patrol wagons, which 
were taken down the street at a gallop. 


New Orleans, Oct. 19.—A part" of 
negro *s barricaded themselvt ; in a 
downto vn house and rtrr' d a email 
riot. 
One pollee luna wa a kHJqd gnu 
several wounded. 
The trouble started In front < f the 
Second German Presbyterian 
church 
at Claiborne and Annete streets during 
the services Friday night, and several 
negroes became boisterous. 
Patrol­ 
man Cambien8, who attempted to ai 
rest them, was killed. 
The negroes 
ran to a nearby house, which they 
barricad id. 
With shotguns, revolvers 
and razors they awaited the police, a 
few of whom gathered quietly and 
stormed the house. 
Sergeant Wheat­ 
ley was mortally wounded and Patrol­ 
man Wen eke and Corporal J. W. Dunn 
received serious wounds. 
A company of local militia, which 
happened to be drilling in front of po­ 
lice headquarters when tile 
fighting 
was reported, volunteered for service 
and 
was rushed to the scene of the 
riot. 
The riot cud* d after an hour and a 
half's siege by the police. The officers 
routed ‘he negroes by burning them 
out, mortally wounding one and arrest 
ing five nth rs. 
Patrolman Cambiens was killed by 
a knife tluust, and bis body lay for 
a considerable time In front of the 
barricaded * bouse, no one daring ti* 
move it. 
About half an hour after his 
death a email detail of police made a 
rush upon tho house, more than half 
of them falling to the pavement shot 
by negro- !-' behind the windows. 
The 
police v re driven to shelter, carrying 
the wounded men with them. 
I rr m ire than a quarter of an hour 
the nee roes were masters of the neigh­ 
borhood, while the police collected a 
force of twenty men, to renew the at 
tack. 
- his larger squad ’surrounded 
the hmr e so that no one could escape. 
and after finding that threats of shoot 
ing were of no avail, set fire to a fence 
behind the house. 
The smoke drove 
the negroes from cover. 
The-.* broke 
for safety singly, the first oe 
fall. 
frig mor ally wounded, whi*

two rushed out with emp'v hands held

A badly wounded negro stags- roil 
out. and the police se. ing that the 
fight was ever rushed in and searched 
the house.

ing the dying negro, a badly wounded 
nogro next staggered out and were' 
mad,- prisoners. 
Some of the others ! 
arrested appeared to be badly Injured. 
These negroes held the house for more 
than an hour against-a force of well- 
picked police. 
The police were back­ 
ed by a mob of more than 1,000 per­ 
sons. and as soon as the two negroes 
submitted the police were forced to 
turn on this mob and fight with all 
their energy against threatened whole- j 
sa’e lynchings. The negroes were tak­ 
en safely to the parish prison.

STEAMER SEARCHED. 


Revolvers Found on American Vessel, 
but Caotain Refuses to Pry Fine, 
New York. Oct. 19.—Dispatches from 
Puerto l’l.ua state the authorities at 
Sanchez. San Domingo, searched the 
American steamer Cherokee, seized 
revolvers found on board and fined the 
captan $2,500. 
The latter refused to 
pay the fine and clearance papers were 
refused him. 
He proceeded without 
them. 
It is stated that great care is used in 
accepting freight because of the im­ 
portation of firearms, which Is prohib­ 
ited in San Domingo. It is impossible, 
however, tc know everything in cases 
if merchandise shipped. 


That Many Additional Defendants In

Philadelphia, Oct. 19.—In an amend 
ed bill filed by attorneys for the gov­ 
ernment Friday in the equity proceed­ 
ings against the alleged anthracite coal 
trust forty-five additional defendants 
are named 
All new defendants are 
mentioned in ansm-er filed by original 
defendant, sad named in amended bill 
on the ground they are connected with 
previously named coal roads and min- 
ing companies by certain financial 
transactions and coal purchase con­ 
tracts. 
Subpoenas will be Issued for 
th* last defendants and they be ex­ 
amined by government attorneys on 
all matters mentioned in the govern­ 
m ents petition for injunction against 
the alleged combination. 
They will 
not be examined under oaths, as this 
preliminary is waived by the govern­ 
ment.
